‘BUDGET 7 Et 
FOR PROVINCE 
OHOW DEFICIT 


The most startling fact disclos- 
ed in the annual budget’ brought 
down in the house last week by 
Hon. C. R. Mitchell, Provincial 
Treasurer, is that although the 
revenues of the provgnce last year’ 
were the greatest it its history, 
namely  $6,200.106 nevertheless 
there is a deficit of $201,410.24 in 
the. government’s estimated in-° 
come for t918 as against its esti- 
mated expenditure of income. 

The evenue figure of $6,205.106 
19}7 course, not given 
in the estimates for this vear, 
but is gleaned from the public 
accounts which have been on the 
table of the house for some weeks. 

According to the figures in the 
annual estimates, the total esti- 
mated revenue from capital and 
income accounts for the current 
year is $10,831.352.84. It will be 
noted however, that atthe very 
head of the items that make up 
this total is one of $764,942.60 a 
balance carried over from 1917, 

However, as there Was an act- 
ual deficit of $492,396 in the in- 
come account for 1917, it is per- 
fectly obvious that this balance 
item of $764,942 is borrowed 
money.

No. 10—-VEGETABLES 


Generally speaking, people 
more inclined to eat vegetables | in 
summer than in winter. For - one 
thing they are not so easy to get;

To stop using vegetables in win- 
ter is to deprive the body of the 
best of tonics and, in war timé, it 
means using more than one should 
of other foodstuffs which ought‘ to 
be going overseas. : 

It 
means that you save meat and: wheat, 
When you eat potatoes and. carrots 
and onions yo ti'are not depriving the 
soldiers of anything, but you are sav- 
ing meat and flour for them,

etables: are grown, On the farms 
especially the. cellar is usually 
stocked in winter with potatoes, car- 
rots, onions, turnips and ‘cabbage. 

Great variety can*be given to the 
daily ménu by the use of vegetables. 
They are excellent for the children; 
more ‘especialy if they are mashed 
and put through a sieve. Doctors 
claim that the tired-out feeling that 
comes over people as_ spring ap- 
proaches is due to lack of vegetables 
which contain much mineral matter, 
are invigorating and serve as a tonic 
to the system. :

midway between Marquis and 
Prelude. in the. matter of yield 
and ripening. This new sort has 
been produced at the Central Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa by Dr. 
Chas. E. Saunders, the Dominion 
Cerealist, who gives the follow- 
ing account of the new, wheat in 
the March number of The Agri- 
cultural Gazette, the official ot- 
gan of the Federal Department 
of Agriculture : 

“The new wheat, which has 
been. named Ruby, Ottawa 623 
possesses characteristics in riper. 
ing and other qualities midway 
between Marquis and Prelude. It 
is beardless, possesses hard’ red 
kernels? gives a fair yield and 
makes flour of the highest qaul- 
ity in regard to colour and 
strength. Bread made from it 
ranks in the first class. This wheat 
is the result of a cross between 
Downy Riga and Red Fife. Dow- 
ny Riga was produced from two 
early sorts, Gehun. an Indian var- 
iety, and Onega ‘from Northern 
Russia. Ruby is recommended for 
trial where Marquis does not rip- 
ei satisfactorily. A very 
distribution of five-pound samples 
is bding made to farmers re- 
quiring an early sort. A sufficient 
crop will be grown this year on 
the Experimental Farms to pro- 
vide for a generous distribution 
next Spring.” ,

There. is. another authority he 
might have quoted—ndmely, Glad- 
stone. Gladstone, who was premier 
ain 1870, was very much concerned 
about the fate of the two provinces. 
He. wanted to organize a protest. of 


{all the, neutral powers against what 


he called the “throttling” of Alsacc- 
Lorraine.. -His diary of September, 
1870,. records his failure to convince 
either his colleagues or othe: coun- 
tries of the expediency. of this move. 
To Bright-he ‘wrote: : 

“My opinion certainly is that the 
resin of. territory and inhabitants 
by. mere force calls for the reproba- 
tion of Europe.” - = 
On another occasion he predicted 
that if the crime was committed 
“without. any voice previously raised 
against it. it will be a standing re- 
proach to England.” 

Finally, on December 20, he wrote 
to Lord Granville. a letter in which 
he foresees that the violation of the 
rights of peoples would have a fast- 
ing and pernicious effect on the in- 
ternational relations of Europe. 

In fact, it has poisoncd the body 
politic of ““urope for forty-four 
years, and the evil. will last until the 
poison is. forcibly remoyed. Now is 
the time-—Froni a Letter in the New 
York Times, ;

Many Alberta. Farmers Profit by 
Short Courses 

The first of _ the’ short © course 
schools under the plan of. the. de- 
partment of agriculture of Alberta 
was held at: Macleod, and has been 
most successful. The course occu- 
pied two. days, and on beth days 
there was a very large atténdance of 
farmers from the surrounding | dis- 
trict, who followed the: lectures with 
much interest. Silos and _ silage 
crops, sheep raising, alfalfa, varic- 
ties of grain suitable to the locality, 
soil cultivation, were.:‘among the 
subjects treated. upon.

Hoarding Food | 


Selfish Crime. of Protecting 
Yourself to the Detriment 
of Others 


Hoarding is one of the new words 
of the war. It means storing in ex- 
cess of requirements, especially of 
foods and fuel just at present. Now 
storing and Jayitig up a prudent sup- 
ply forreal needs is not a crime in 
peace times; but the man or woman | 
who wilfully and coolly decides fo- 
day. to store more food than he or! 
she would buy in ordinary times is | 
committing something that has the 
moral effect of a crime. He is also 
helping to raise the price to himself 
of future supplies. 

There is no cause for panic among 
the people of Canada. We must cx- 
pect to make some food sacrifices

and be willing to modify our. eating h 


habits and even to eat less in order! 
that the soldiers and our allies may! 
be fed. There is a world shortage | 
of foods because, so far as we in 
Canada. are concerned, other people 
have had’ to be withdrawn from 
farms to fight what is our joint fight. 
= obviotts—-dt is--to—aid- them—b 
at least sending them as much food 
as they used to get before they‘ took! 
up our common task; ; 

“Hoarding” is the crime of sel- 
fishly taking care of one’s own skin 
to the detriment of others, either in 
the warring lands or at home. Buy- 
ing too much for immediate cellar- 
packing in Canada also imposes a 
burden on the poorer classes in the 
Dominion. The railway difficulties 
are especially great this winter; ‘ob- 
stacles in distribution of foodstuffs 
are adding to the ‘shortage. More- 
over, hoarding by people who lack 
proper facilities for storing ~may 
easily result in heavy ‘waste. For 
this reason especially, public | opin- 
ion should be aroused against the 
Practice. : ; 

It is a thing that comes down .to 
the sense of right in the buyer. If! 
he or she knows’ what ~- patriotism 
means, knows what others have to 
undergo only because they did not 
happen ‘to live in Canada, and in| 
whose place Canadians might have 
been but for the accident of geogra- 
phy, there will be no hoarding. Pub- 
lic opinion and public disapproba- 
tion of hoarding may do much to 
discourage the practice but nothing 
can really be effective unless the 
moral sense of buyers of foods tells 
them plainly when they are faying in 
a legitimate store or grabbing at an 
opportunity of plenty. for the - chief 
reason that they have enough money 
to get it, It is no wonder that und- 
er the stress of war tensfon the 
British people found for the man 
who attempted hoarding the expres- 
sive title of “Food Hog.” 

There bas been some “hoarding” in 
Canada of sugar, flour, and perhaps 
other commoditics. The practice | 
fertnnatcly is of small proportions 
and the effect of measures now und- 
cr-consideration may result in, the 
exposure of the Canadian “Food 
ogs.” Hoarding is unnecessary 
and unpatriotic. The better elements 
in the community will refrain . from 
it so far as their own households arc 
concerned and will use their influ- 
ence against it elsewhere. 

Often people will buy large quan- 
tities of these foods without thinking 
of the way in which they may _ be 
depriving others. Every  patriotit 
Canadian will do well to resolve 
that he will “play the game” fairly 
with his neighbor, and with the peor- 
er Classes, by purchasing feod only 
in normal quantitics while the pres- 
ent emergency lasts, and by discour- 
aging hoarding wherever he finds 
evidence of it.
